Elver Commission reports that the total 
cost of bank revetment between Cairo and 
Vicksburgup to June 30, 1SS5, has been 
82,240,000, and of works for contracting 
channel $2,500,000. A very considerable 
portion of the sum expended for bank re- 
vetment was designed to give protection to 
certain building siU;s and harbors, Mem- 
phis, Vidisburg and others. 


The report says it bas been claimed that 


the ca\ ing of banks should be arrested by 
works of channel contraction at the wide 
places above the point of danger, but claims 
that mattress revetment or other equiva- 
lent device is necessary from the fact that 
the results of channel construction have 
proved small. The report says:

Should »iy weakness be shown 
In inforeing the law, the report states that 
polygamous marriages wonld be as fre- 
quent as ever. The course of certain po- 
lyeamists in declaring their intention of 
obeying the law in the future Has aroused 
the "wrath of the church.

The commission urges 


that no step backward be taken in 
legislation, as it would give great aid to 
the church in crushing out this grow- 
ing spirit of opposition.

Be- 
tween March 17 and June -7 twenty special 
agents were appointed, and at the close of 
the fiscal year fifteen of these agents wero 
actively employed in the United States 
and five in Europe collecting tli>' informa- 
tion required. The result* of tlm investi- 
gations will be embodied in tlie h'rst an- 
nual report of tlie buieau, which will be 
submitted early in the coining year.

appropriation for the expenses of the bu- 
reau tor tho year ended June 'M, Ibs5, was 
ample for its expenses, and nearly S'.'.OOU 
was covered into ihe Treasury, in conclu- 
sion, the Commissioner says that the. ajj- 
provriation for the present fiscal jiiar wili, 
in his judgment, suffice for the first full 
year's work of tlie bureau.

He first 
closely outlined the doctrine, as 
taught in the bible, and as held by 
evangelical Christendom. 
His first 


point was the npc&ssity of the atone- 
ment, as F.hown in the ethical nature 
of God, and also in the ethics,1 nature 
of man. 
Conbcienc? requires an 


atonement in order that it may be- 
come pacified with reepeci to past 
transgressions; when this is done 
there is peace, a peaca wirch even 
d^ath and the day of judgment can- 
not disturb. His second point was 
the possibility of snbstitutiuu, and 
upon it he dwelt at lecgth. I' per- 
vades every grade of i:urcaa life. 
The husband who toils fo: hib house- 
hold, the wife who by excessive toil 
and cure for her children, is hurried 
to au early grave, the patriot who 
fcuffcrB for bis country,—all ilinttrate 
this doctrine. 
We can not truly 


serve others without pull.ug our- 
selves mentally in their piiice and 
taking their wants mentally into the 
life of our heart. 
All love is of a 


sabstitntioaary 
nature. 
Aristotle 


said, " All noble mindr-d men are in- 
clined to sadness." It is not simply 
because t'leir own lot is a Lard one, 
but because of their inward r--- mpathy 
with and consciousness of participa- 
tion in the sufferings of the human 
race. 
The more noble the man is 


the more does he take the sorrows 
of the race into his own soul. True 
greatness consists in love and love 
makes the sorrow of othf-rs its own.

and is the most ancient crucifix ex- 
tant. This IB an ironicdl cc.t. It is 
a caricature of Christ, before which 
a Christian stands in an act oi wor- 
ship. It bears the inscription "Al- 
examenos worshiping 
his 
Gud." 


Though the cross was once the world's 
scorn, yet it has conquered ihe world. 
This death of Christ for us. though 
a mystery, is the logic of love and it 
will continue to hold its way against 
the current of the world. That st ory 
will continue to be told by all the 
hearthstones of the pure and the holy 
to the end of time. It will be their 
hope in life, and their consolation in 
death.' 
The theme for next Sunday night 


is "Just What Did Christ's Death 
Dot" This is one of the most vital 
questions of the day and will have E 
deep interest foe thinking people.
